Even in Florida, away from his home state 
of Texas, Kerry is an extremely popular man. 


HAT MAKES KERRY Von 

Erich the most popular man in 
professional wrestling? As I sit here in 
a hotel room in Dallas, looking at a 
folder of newspaper clippings and 
photos of Kerry, I’m asking myself 
that exact question. 

I’m not saying that Kerry shouldn’t 
be. After all, how can I disagree with 
the 12,720 fans who voted for Kerry, 
making him this year’s Pro Wrestling 
Illustrated award winner? What I’m 
really wondering is this: What exactly 
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is it that distinguishes Kerry from his 
runners-up—Hulk Hogan, Dusty 
Rhodes, and Sgt. Slaughter? 

One thing that Kerry has had that 
neither Hogan, Rhodes, nor Slaughter 
have had in the last year is the NWA 
World championship. But wait! 
Rhodes is a two-time former NWA 
champ and holds a victory over Flair 
in 1984, although it was a non-title 
win, Hogan holds the WWF title, 
maybe not as prestigious as the NWA 
World title, but he certainly works 


hard defending it against men like Paul 
Orndorff,. David Shultz, and John 
Studd. And Slaughter made headlines 
as he made the wrestling world safe for 
democracy in 1984 by battling the anti- 
American sentiments of The Iron Sheik 
and Nikolai Volkoff. 

So what does make Kerry Von Erich 
the most popular man in professional 
wrestling? The answer wasn’t in the 
pile of newsprint I brought with me 
from New York. I found the answer to

Pro Football Hall of Famer Bronko Nagurski; now age 75, was a 
man who conquered the wrestling world as easily as he con- 
quered the gridiron. Nagurski was a running back for the Chicago 
Bears from 1930 to 1937, averaging 4.6 yards per carry. He later 
held the NWA World title on two occasions, in 1939 and 1941. 
His first reign began when he defeated Lou Thesz in Houston on 
June 23, 1939, ending Thesz's second NWA title reign; Ray 


» Steele ended Nagurski’s first tenure as champion on March 7, 


1940, in St. Louis. Nagurski’s second reign came when he re- 
gained the belt from Steele on March 11, 1941, in Minneapolis; 
Sandor Szabo ended that reign on June 5, 1941, in St. Louis. 
Nagurski had the honor of tossing the coin at the start of Super 
Bowl XVIII in Tampa, Florida, on January 22. The Los Angeles 
Raiders, by the way, won the toss and the game. 
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THE DEVIL MADE HIM DO IT 
Kevin Sullivan continued to dom- 
inate the Florida wrestling scene 
throughout 1984. At one time or 
another during the year, Sulli- 
van’s entourage had included 
The Purple Haze, Buzz Sawyer, 
Hacksaw Duggan, Superstar

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AND IT MADE MAGNUM T.A. THE DOMINANT MID-SOUTH 
FORCE FOR MOST OF 1984 
Magnum T.A. and his adviser, Mr. Wrestling II, were involved in a 
string of fascinating incidents through 1984. T.A. was named 
number one contender to Junkyard Dog’s North American title, 
and was slapped in the face by Wrestling Il when he refused to 
step down. from the title shot in favor of his coach. A bitter feud 
erupted between T.A. and Wrestling Il, who’had captured the 
North American title from Junkyard Dog on his own. During a 
very violent match between T.A. and Wrestling Il, T.A. captured 
the North American championship. But it was later learned that 


Wrestling || orchestrated the feud with T.A. in order to “make —

On July 14, the WWF took over the NWA's TV time on Atlanta 
SuperStation WTBS’ World Championship Wrestling. Hundreds of 
phone calls from irate viewers jammed the WTBS switchboard 
and begged to have Gordon Solie and the Georgia area wrestlers 
returned to the air. WWF head Vince McMahon, commenting on 
that flood of complaints in an article in the Atlanta Constitution, 
responded: ‘'We'll show those complainers the difference be- 
tween a major league and a minor league production, given 
time.” As a result of the fans’ complaints, however, the NWA was 
reinstated on WTBS at a new time: 9 a.m. (E.S.T.) on Saturdays. 


A NIGHT OF CHAMPIONS, A 
NIGHT TO REMEMBER 

It was the first card of NWA- 
sanctioned wrestling in the New 
York area in 20 years. The 
“Night of Champions,” held in 
New Jersey's Brendan Byrne 
Arena in the Meadowlands 
sports complex on May 29, 
boasted more title matches on 
one card than on any other 
wrestling card in recent memory.

(Each year, votes continue to flood 
our offices for weeks after this issue goes to press.) 

A bit of history: You'll notice that in a few categories 
the list of ‘Past Winners” doesn’t stretch all the way back 
to 1972, when the first year-end awards were determined. 
This is because the award for Most Improved Wrestler of 
the Year was created in 1978, while the first PWI Editors’ 
Award was presented in 1981. It should also be noted 
that prior to 1981, the results of the year-end fan poll 
were presented in our now-defunct sister publication 
Sports Review Wrestling Annual. 

With all that said, we can now move on to the catego- 
ries and the winners. Frankly, there were few surprise 
winners this year in any category. But that certainly 
doesn’t diminish the significance of these awards. Wres- 
tling’s experts—the fans—have spoken. And whether the 
award winners agree or disagree with your own personal 
selections, the collective decision of the fans is now final.

F THERE WAS any surprise 

winner in the Achievement ’84 
balloting, it would have to be in 
this category. The voting for Wres- 
tler of the Year was closer than in 
any other category; only 224 votes 
separate the winner—Ric Flair— 
from the first runner-up. And only 
1,620 votes separate Flair’s vote to- 
tal from that of the third runner-up. 

Those vote totals become more 
interesting when one realizes that 
the number of “votes for others’’ is 
less for Wrestler of the Year than

for any other category. Wrestling 
fans were clear about who the top 
four names in the sport were in 
1984. 

“Ric Flair had a tremendous 
year,” wrote Steve Jackson of St. 
Louis. “Sure, he lost the title to 
Kerry Von Erich, but he won it 
back again three weeks later in 
Japan. He was determined to re- 
gain the title, the mark of a true 
champion. Aside from those three 
weeks, he held the greatest title in 
all of wrestling for the entire year,

and defended it against the stiffest 
competition in all of wrestling. 
“But more than his activities in 
the ring, I voted for Flair because 
of his activities out of the ming,” 
Jackson continued. ‘Someone can 
look at Flair and be tumed off by 
his boasting, by the way he cares 
himself, and by his pure ego. But I 
look at Flair and I don’t see that. I 
see a man who is supremely 
proud, of what he does in life. I 
see a man who knows what he 
wants and isn’t afraid to go out 
and get it. I see a man who, ring 
tactics aside, is a terrific ambassa- 
dor for professional wrestling. I 
see the Wrestler of the Year.” 
First runner-up: It’s interesting 
to note that Hulk Hogan received 
more votes for Wrestler of the 
Year than he did for Most Popular 
Wrestler. While Hogan’s populani- 
ty is undeniable, it is apparent that 
there are fans who may have their 
personal favorites in wrestling, but 
who also clearly recognize the 





achievements that have made 
“Hulkamania” the fastest growing 
movement in wrestling today. 

Second runner-up: A strong sec- 
ond-place finish for Kerry Von 
Erich shows that wrestling fans 
aren't taking his victory over Ric 
Flair lightly. Indeed, though he 
only held the NWA World title for 
just under three weeks, Von 
Erich’s win was a major accom- 
plishment, and many fans are look- 
ing for him to regain that title in 
1985. 

Third runner-up: Rick Martel re- 
alized his dream of a world title in 
1984 when he defeated Jumbo 
Tsuruta for the AWA champion- 
ship. But Martel has done more 
than simply win a world title. By 
defending the belt against scientif- 
ic and muilebreaking opponents 
throughout the AWA, Martel has 
restored dignity and honor to a t- 
tle that was tainted under the 
lengthy reigns of Nick 
Bockwinkel.

INCE THE INCEPTION of the 

year-end awards in 1972, no 
tag team has ever won the Tag 
Team of the Year award twice, 
much less twice in a row. 

But The Road Warriors are an 
exception, not only in the year-end 
poll in particular, but in the world 
of professional wrestling in 
general. 

The Road Warmors spent much 
of the early part of the year based 
in the Georgia area, where they 
held the National tag team champi- 
onship. In’ mid-1984, it was learned 
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_ 13,984 votes 





that the NWA was considering 


banning the Warriors from compe- 
tition. Precious Paul Ellering took 
no chances: He moved his team to 
the AWA, where they quickly 
captured the AWA World tag 
team title from Crusher and Baron 
Von Raschke. 

“The plain fact of the matter is 
that there is no other team in pro- 
fessional wrestling that can beat 
The Road Warmiors,” wrote Gus 
Lester of Atlanta. “Sure, there have 
been teams who have beaten the

for example, or Masked Superstar 
and King Kong Bundy. But those 
matches were complete flukes. 
“Until there is a team in wres- 
tling that can beat the Wariors re- 
peatedly, or until Precious Paul E]- 
lering decides to split the team up

votes and Magnum T.A. would 
have captured the award in this 
category. Indeed, Magnum T.A. 
has had a year every bit as re- 
markable as Billy Jack’s. He began 
the year as one half of the Mid- 
South tag team championship team 
along with Mr. Wrestling Ik Later 
in the year, amidst a controversial 
feud with Mr. Wrestling II, Mag- 
num T.A. captured his second 
North American heavyweight title. 
As 1984 drew to a close, Magnum 
T.A. was headed for the Mid-At- 
lantic area where he says he is 
looking for a shot at U.S. heavy- 
weight champion ~ Wahoo 
McDaniel. 

Second runner-up: Previously 
known primarily for his success as 
a tag team wrestler, Rick Martel 
succeeded in capturing the AWA 


World heavyweight title from Jum- 
bo’Tsuruta in May. In the months 
that followed, he brought great 
honor and respect to that title, de- 
fending against both scientific and 
rulebreaking challengers. Happily, 
Martel shows no signs of reversing 
that trend in 1985.

ite wrestler for a long time, and he 
really deserved that title. The only 
sadness about it was that he didn’t 
have the title longer than three 
weeks.” 

But it would be unfair to say that 
Kerry’s victory over Flair was the 
sole reason for his winning this 
award. The Von Erichs have long 
been the most popular family in 
professional wrestling, and their 
success in the ring has always pro- 
vided them with a solid core of

support among fans in Texas, And 
though a large majority of Kerry’s 
votes did come from Texas, the 
ballots also indicated a wide base 
of support in the Midwest and the 
Northeast. Kerry’s win over Fiair, 
nevertheless, was the push he 
needed to bring him over the top 
in the vote totals ... and in the 
wrestling history books. 

First runner-up: Hulk Hogan 
stormed into the WWF in Decem- 
ber, and in less than a month, he 
had captured the WWF heavy- 
weight title from The Iron Sheik to 
the combined tune of Survival’s 
“Eye of the Tiger’ and the 
screams of 20,000 enthusiastic fans. 
That enthusiasm spread through- 
out the wrestling world as Hogan 
traveled thousands of miles each 
week to defend his title against 
such men as David Shultz, Cow- 
boy Bob Orton, Jesse Ventura, and 
Big John Studd. ‘“Hulkmania!” has 
spread throughout the nation, and 
Hogan's legions of fans responded 
to the year-end poll with enough 


support for the WWF champ to 
make him a strong first runner-up. 

Second runner-up: “The Amen- 
can Dream” Dusty Rhodes took up 
the mantle of patriotism once 
again in 1984 and embarked on his 
TCB Tour ’84. TCB—Takin’ Care of 
Business—stood as Dusty’s symbol 
of unity and sportsmanship. Al- 
ways a strong finisher in this cate- 
gory (Dusty is the only wrestler to 
have won Most Popular Wrestler 
of the Year honors two years in a 
row—in 1978 and 1979), Dusty’s 
Army was only about 2,300 votes 
shy of making their hero the win- 
ner again in 1984. 

Third runner-up: 1984 was a 
year filled with patriotism and en- 
thusiasm. For Sgt. Slaughter, it was 
perhaps his best year ever. A gi- 
ant feud with The Iron Sheik won 
him tens of thousands of new fans. 
And if Hulk Hogan’s enormous 
popularity hadn’t split the WWF 
fans’ vote, Slaughter might have 
been the rninaway winner in this 
category.

Year! He’s come a long way down 
since then. 

First runner-up: Satan-worshiper 
Kevin Sullivan continues to domi- 
nate the Florida wrestling scene, 
and continues to invite the hatred 
of fans throughout the wrestling 
world. But_what’s truly interesting 
about the fans who voted for Sulli- 
van was that for the most part they 
weren't angered by anything spe- 
cific Sullivan has done in the ring. 
Rather, they were angered by the 
fact that Sullivan attempts to con- 
trol the careers of other wrestlers, 
such as Hacksaw Duggan, Mike 
Davis, and Buzz Sawyer. 

Second runner-up: It’s not for 
nothing that Tully Blanchard has 
earned the appellation 
“Superbrat.” Blanchard has been 
at the core of a massive feud in 
the Mid-Atlantic, a feud that has 
involved himself, Dusty Rhodes, 
Ric Flair, Wahoo McDaniel, and 


Rick Steamboat—and that threat- 
ens to suck more and more men 
into its turbulent waters. Most of 
the nearly 10,000 fans who. voted 
for Blanchard cited two main rea- 
sons for choosing him: (1) Blan- 
chard’s negative influence over 
Wahoo McDaniel, and (2) general 
obnoxiousness. 

Third runner-up: The Iron 
Sheik’s continued insulting of the 
United States of America, plus his 
violent feud with Sgt. Slaughter 
throughout most of 1984, won him 
well over 9,000 votes and a third 
runner-up position. Many fans 
choosing The Iron Sheik noted 
that the tactics he used in his

‘SGT. SLAUGHTER 


NE YEAR AGO, who would 
ever have imagined that an 
ex-Marine dnl sergeant, reported- 
ly drummed out of the corps due 
to excessive strictness to his 
charges, would be named Inspira- 
tional Wrestler of the Year? 
But 1984 has been a turnaround 
year for Sgt. Slaughter. 
At the end of 1983, Slaughter 
was one of the most hated men in 
the WWF area, wrestling such op- 
ponents as 1983’s Most Popular 
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14,324 votes 





Wrestler of the Year, Jimmy Snuka, 
and former WWF heavyweight 
champion Bob Backlund. 

Early in 1984, however, the natu- 
ral tensions between The Iron 
Sheik, a native of Teheran, Iran, 
and Slaughter, a vociferously patn- 
otic American, began to come out 
in the open. Before long, Slaughter 
was wrestling The Iron Sheik in a 
series of violent matches that saw 
WWF fans cheering for Slaughter 
more fervently than for any other

wrestler in recent memory. 

“T know that as far as I was con- 
cemed,”’ wrote Sheila Haney of 
New York City, “I was cheering 
Slaughter not so much for the fact 
that he was beating the tar out of 
The Iron Sheik—which he did, and 
which I enjoyed—but because his 
deep love for America was be- 
coming more and more evident 
with each passing day. 

“Slaughter’s patriotism is impor- 
tant,’ Haney continued, “because 
there aren’t too many heroes left 
in America today that people can 
look up to. Slaughter, though, is 
one of those heroes. Not only is he 
successful at what he does, he 
embodies a love for this country 
that needs to be communicated to 
everyone. He is truly an inspiration 
to wrestling fans everywhere.” 

First runner-up: Kerry Von 
Erich received the highest number 
of votes of any first runner-up in 
the 1984 balloting, and many fans 
who followed his May 6 victory 
over NWA World champion Ric 
Flair may be surprised that Kerry 
didn’t win this award. Indeed, Ker- 
ry openly dedicated his NWA title 
reign to his late brother, David. 
There are times when there is no 
greater inspiration than the love of 
a man for his brother. Kerry, more

than any man in professional wres- 
tling, embodied and communicat- 
ed this love in 1984. 

Second runner-up: Many of the 
more than 10,000 fans who named 
Kevin Von Erich as their choice 
for Inspirational Wrestler of the 
Year cited Kevin's love of the fans, 
the support of his younger broth- 
ers Kerry and Mike, and his dedi- 
cation to the sport of wrestling as 
primary reasons for making him 
their choice. While it may be a 
disappointment to many that a Von 
Erich didn’t capture the top spot, 
there should be a great deal of 
pride among Von Enrich fans in 
general, and Fritz Von Erich in 
particular, that Kerry and Kevin 





combined for over 23,000 votes in 
this category. 

Third runner-up: After wrestling 
with injuries and losing his WWF 
title to The Iron Sheik late in 1983, 
Bob Backlund never complained 
that he was unfairly denied a 
chance to regain his belt. He had 
too much pnde to do that. Stil, 
Backlund retumed to the public 
eye late in 1984, claiming that he 
“never lost the WWF title. They 
can take the belt away from me, 
but they can’t take away my title.” 
Clearly, there are many fans who 
agree with that assessment— 
enough to have provided Back- 
lund with a third-runner up finish 
in this category.

American heavyweight title. That’s 
a double feature many long-estab- 
lished wrestlers would love to 
eam. 

“The only worry fans may have 
about Mike,” Hoffman continued, 
“is that he may fall into the ‘Texas 
Trap’ his brothers have. That is, he 
must go on the road for a while, 
away from Papa Fritz and his 
brothers. If he stays Texas-bound, 
10 years from now we'll be talking 
about. the Mike Von Erich that 
‘could have been.” 

A fair warning. But as Mike Von 
Erich looks ahead to his second 
year as a pro, fans are still talking 
of the Mike Von Enrich that is yet to 
be, a Mike Von Erich who should, 
by all standards, be nothing short 
of sensational. 

First runner-up: He stands 6’2”, 
weighs 275 pounds, and hails from 
Moscow, Russia. He is Nikita Ko- 
loff, the nephew of Ivan Koloff, 
and at the age of 23 he has a wide 
open career ahead of him. He is a 
man of awesome physical propor- 
tions that the above statistics sim- 
ply do not reveal: Like either of 
The Road Wamiors, Nikita Koloff is 
a solidly muscular machine of 
pure power and destruction. Near- 
ly 13,000 fans respect that power 
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Mike Von Erich overpowers Gino Hernandez, the man from whom he won his first major title, the 
World Class American title. It was a tremendous rookie year for the 20-year-old Von Erich, 


enough to have given him a deci- 
Sive finish as first runner-up. 

Second runner-up: A _ rookie 
who has commanded a great deal 
of attention throughout the wres- 
tling world due to his rejection of 
American values in favor of Soviet 
ideals is Krusher Khrushchev, for- 
merly known by the name Krusher 
Darsow. Khrushchev was trained 
by Nikolai Volkoff, and was a 
dominant force on the Mid-South 
wrestling scene for most of 1984. 
He currently wrestles in the Flon- 
da area, and holds the US. tag 
team championship along with Jim 
Neidharat. 

Third runner-up: Kevin Kelly is 
known as “The California Hercu- 
les,” and fans in the Pacific North- 


west and elsewhere are hailing 
him as a promising young athlete 
in the mold of Billy Jack. Like Billy 
Jack, Kelly uses the full-nelson as a 
finishing hold, and like Billy Jack, 
Kelly has a physique that is noth- 
ing short of remarkable. And 
when he threw two men over the 
top rope simultaneously to win a 
Pacific Northwest battle royal earli- 
er this year, he virtually cemented 
his reputation as one of the most 
promising young athletes of the 
year.

HE VOTING FOR the Manag- 
er of the Year was, to say the 
least, decisive.

Following a close third runner- 
up. finish last year, Precious Paul 
Ellering broke away from the pack 
to finish more than 3,000 votes 
ahead of the first runner-up and 
capture the. honor as 1984’s Man- 
ager of the Year.

reservation,’ wrote Mike Spergel 
of St. Paul, Minnesota. “He certain- 
ly deserves the award on the basis 
of his success with The Read War- 
riors. But objectively, one has to 
wonder why he let The Spoiler 
and Jake Roberts slip. from his 
grasp. Nevertheless, I’m willing to 
give him the benefit of the doubt 
and grant that he had good rea- 
sons for dropping Spoiler and 
Roberts from the Legion. 

“Tt’s going to be tough for Eller- 
ing to continue his success in 
1985, though,” Spergel continued, 
“unless he takes the Wamiors to. 
the NWA for another world tag ti- 
tle ... or unless he expands his

Legion of Doom with some new 
names,” 

That might very. well be the 
case, Mike. Only Precious Paul El- 
lering knows what’s in store for 
the Legion of Doom in 1985. But 
we can tell you with certainty that 
Ellering’s activities next year will 
be well worth every wrestling 
fan’s attention. 

First runner-up: He acquired 
the services of King Kong Bundy, 
who managed to capture the Mid- 
Southern title. He took over the 
contract of Rick Rude and made 
him one of the most dominant 
forces on the Mid-Southerm scene. 
He succeeded in gaining the re- 
spect and loyalty of Eddie Gilbert, 
who feuded with Tommy Rich for 
much_of late 1984. He managed a 
rookie by the name of Humongous 
to the Mid-Southem title. Jimmy 
Hart accomplished all this and 
much more in 1984, and that’s why 
he solidly captured the first mn- 
ner-up spot in 1984’s Manager of 
the Year voting. 

Second runner-up: Jim Comette 
spends most of his time managing 
The Midnight Express, who held 


the Mid-South tag team title for a 
large portion of the year. And 
though he suffered the humiliation 
of having his head shaved by 
Hacksaw Jim Duggan, Comette 
has influenced events on the Mid- 
South scene strongly enough to 
enable him to command over 
9,000 votes from fans and a second 
runner-up finish. 

Third runner-up: For much of 
1984, James J. Dillon was in Cana- 
da, away from the American wres- 
tling fans’ attention. But late in the 
year, he returned to the States and 
guided Ron Bass and Black Bart to 
the Mid-Atlantic tag team title, and 
Bass to the Mid-Atlantic heavy- 
weight title. Enough fans recog- 
nized this success in the Mid-At- 
lantic to give Dillon a strong finish, 
but not strong enough for him to 
realize his dream of being the only 
manager ever to capture Manager 
of the Year honors a third straight 
year.

The final vote total of 15,713 
votes for this nnatch was the high- 
est single vote: total anywhere in 
the balloting. ‘And the 5,167 vote 
spread between the winning vote 
total and the first runner-up vote 
total is the largrest margin of vic- 
tory in any of the nine categories. 

“T never had the chance to go to 
Texas to see the Von Enichs wres- 
tle in person,” wrote Barry Con- 
don of Boston, “but I did see the 
match on television several times. 
I wish I had beer in Irving, Texas, 
that day. It was incredible. Kerry 
was fueled with iso much energy, 
so much enthusiasm, that I would 
have been surprised if he didn’t 
win the NWA tithe that day. 

“But what really marked that 
match as special in my mind,” 
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Condon continued, “was the fact 
that so many thousands of loyal 
fans, more than 43,000, were on 
hand to witness it and support 
Kerry in his drive for the title. 
There was such a unity of feeling 
in that stadium, I even felt it 
through a television replay.” 

First runner-up: Rick Martel’s 
victory over Jumbo Tsuruta May 13 
in Minnesota’s St. Paul Civic Cen- 
ter netted him the AWA World 
heavyweight title. It also netted 
him the respect and admiration of 
wrestling fans throughout the 
country, more than 10,000 of whom 
voted for that match as Match of 
the Year. 

Second runner-up: The atmo- 
sphere in New York’s Madison 
Square Garden on January 23 was 
one of pure electricity. Hulk Ho- 
gan had just pinned The Iron 
Sheik to capture the WWF heavy- 
weight title, and the fans were go- 
ing wild. And the spirit of 
“Hulkamania” inspired nearly 
10,000 fans to vote for that confron- 
tation as their favorite Match of the 
Year, 

Third runner-up: They called it 
“The Night Of Champions,” and it 
was the first card of NWA-sanc- 
tioned wrestling in the New York 


area in 20 years. Held on May 29 
in East Rutherford, New Jersey, at 
the beautiful Brendan Byme Arena 
in the Meadowlands Sports Com- 
plex, it was truly a night to remem- 
ber. And the most memorable 
match of a most memorable card 
came when Ric Flair defended his 
NWA World title against challeng- 
er Rick Steamboat. Many fans on 
hand that night had never seen ei- 
ther man in action, but as they left 
the arena they had enormous re- 
spect for both Flair and Steamboat.

ACK IN 1981, the editors of 

Pro Wrestling Illustrated de- 
cided to institute a special “Edi- 
tors’ Award” to be presented to an 
individual in wrestling who, as we 
wrote at the time, “has risen above 
the demands of the sport to con- 
tribute something special and last- 
ing to the history of the squared 
circle.” 

For the second year in a row, 
we sadly present this award 
posthumously. 

David Von Erich was a man of 
uncommon skills and promise. 
Born in Lake Dallas, Texas, on July 
22, 1958, he was the second of five 
sons (Kevin is the oldest, followed 
by David, Kerry, Mike, and Chris). 
_ David was a basketball and foot- 
ball star at Lake Dallas High 
School. He attended North Texas 
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DAVID VON ERICH 
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State on a basketball scholarship. 
After a year of college, however, 
David quit school to become a 
professional wrestler in 1977. 

Within just a few years, David 
found himself to be virtually a per- 
manent fixture atop the NWA rat- 
ings. He wrestled for the NWA 
World title many times against 
champions Harley. Race and Ric 
Flair. 

In 1979, David and his brother 
Kevin combined to capture the 
American tag tearm title from Bruis- 
er Brody and Gino Hernandez. 
Two years later, David won the 
Texas State title from Hemandez. 

With Kevin, David also held the 
US. tag team title, the World Class 
tag team title, and the All-Asian tag 
team title. 

With brothers Kevin and Keny,

David feuded with The Freebirds 
for the World Class six-man title, 
and the Von Erichs held that 
championship on several occasions. 

Alone, David held the Texas 
State title four times, the Southem 
title, and the United National belt. 
On September 16, 1983, David de- 
feated Ric Flair for the Missouri 
State title and wore the belt until 
January 6, 1984, when he was de- 
feated by Harley Race. 

But more than these professional 
achievements, David Von Erich 
will be remembered for the loyalty 
and love he inspired in his fans. 
For many of those fans, David Von 
Erich personified all that was good 
about Texas ... about wrestling 
... about enjoying life. 

It was always a thrill to see Da- 
vid enter an arena. On most occa- 
sions, he would carry a yellow 
rose into the ring with him, and 
throw it to a lucky girl at ringside. 
The looks in those girls’ eyes tell 
more about David than any list of 
career achievements ever could. 
They knew that someday he 
would capture the NWA World 
heavyweight title. They knew that 
no matter how many accolades 
had come before, there were al- 
ways greater horizons to cover 
and greater goals to accomplish. 

On the moming of February 10, 
David Von Erich was found dead 
in his Tokyo hotel room, the victim 
of acute enteritis—a severe inflam- 
mation of the intestines.

my question outside the Sportatorium 
in downtown Dallas. 

They stand in line, waiting for the 
arena to open its doors. They have 
reserved tickets, but that doesn’t mat- 
ter. They range in age from seven to 
70. There are teenage girls accompa- 
nied by one of their mothers, all Von 
Erich fan club members, wearing ‘I 
Love The Von Erichs” T-shirts, hop- 
ing that Kerry will look over toward 
them and smile, There are cigar- 
chomping laborers who remember 
watching Fritz Von Erich wrestle 20 
years ago and are now appreciating the 
new generation of Von Erichs. 


There are young boys from Ft: 
Worth who look upon Kerry and his 
brothers as superheroes, fighting the 
forces of evil week after week. There 
are women who might have had sons 
and daughters who went to Lake Dal- 
las High School with Kerry and have 
followed his career ever since he said 
hello to them on Parents’ Day or 
Graduation Day. 


The second the doors open, they 
find their seats. They purchase their 
programs. And then they sit. And the 
laborer sitting next to the schoolboy 
from Ft. Worth tells him about how 
he used to watch Fritz wrestle back in 
the early 1960s. And the older woman 
carrying her Von Erich scrapbook lets 
the young girls share her memories of 
Kerry’s feud with Freebird Michael 
Hayes. 


Somewhere else, a group of high 
school age boys have mounted the 
Kerry Von Erich centerfold from the 
December issue of PW on sticks, and 
they parade around the Sportatorium 
like ralliers at a political convention. 
The fan club girls cheer when they see 
the boys. The crowd begins to rumble 
with excitement, even though it’s only 
yet half-full. By the time the matches 
begin, there won’t be a seat to be had, 
and the noise will be heard as far away 
as the dressing room area, where I’ll 
be talking to their favorite wrestler. 


“‘There’s an incredible sense of to- 
getherness with the fans,’’ Kerry said. 
“You can see it when you’re coming 
down the aisle, and they’re just having 
a good time. There’s no pushing or 
shoving in the crowds to get to you. 
Sure, sometimes a fan will get a little 
too rambunctious, but you have to ex- 
pect that. 

“The feeling I get, though, is that 
the fans all want each other to enjoy 
themselves, you know?” Kerry said. 
“They all have one thing in common: 
They love to come out to the matches, 
That’s what makes it so good to be in 
the ring. I gotta say that it wouldn’t be 
the same if we just wrestled in front of 
TV cameras with no audience, and I’m 
glad we don’t have to. The fans, they 
love wrestling!”’ 

And the fans love him. ‘‘We love 
Kerry!” one of the girls says. ‘‘He 
won the World championship, he’s 
beaten all the best wrestlers, and he’s 
kind, and once his kissed me on the 
cheek before a match, and he’s ‘really 
good looking!” 

“‘Kerry’s the best,”’ says a retired oil 
field worker. ‘Even better than his 
dad was, and that’s a testimony to 
Fritz. It’s not easy to be a good father 
and a good teacher, and he’s a damn 
good one.” 

“He has a sense of commitment,” 
the woman with the scrapbook says. 
*He’s never backed down from a chal- 
lenge. He ran Michael Hayes out of 
Texas. He won the World champion- 
ship for his brother David. Now that’s 
commitment.’’ 

“J want to be as strong as Kerry 
is,” one of the young boys says. ‘I 
betcha he could whup Superman any 
day of the week. And Kerry isn’t a 
comic book character, he’s real!” 

» And those are my answers. Congrat- 
ulations, Kerry. People will say that 
being the most popular wrestler is no 
great accomplishment, bit if you ask ' 
the people I asked, they’ll tell you very 
differently. And they’re the people 
who count. 0D

Every month, this column will tell fans how we go about 
rating more than 150 wrestlers in 14 different categories. It is 
FW el=lallalemitarcmcyetslal=m Cole) @-lmal-Miiesimiilelelat-lijcor-lale, 
respected—ratings system in the sport. This column is vital 
reading for all wrestling fans. 


The year in review: Since this is the special year-end 
awards issue of Pro Wrestling Illustrated, we felt it would 
be interesting to take a look at where 1984’s award win- 
ners stood in the ratings one year ago, and where they 
rate this month. 

Ric Flair, voted Wrestler of the 
Year, was only rated in one cate- 
gory in our March 1984 issue: the 
NWA, where he was ranked as 
number seven contender to then- 
NWA World champion Harley 
Race. 
Not only does he sit atop the 
NWA ratings as World champion, 
he is also recognized as the num- 
Ric Flair ber one wrestler in the world to- 
day as reflected in the Top 10 rankings. And, interestingly 
enough, Flair is also ranked in the Most Popular ratings, 
in the number eight spot. Although Flair is disliked in 
several areas of the country, he is one of the most popu- 
lar wrestlers in his “home” territory of the Mid-Atlantic.
